The principal
thing, in training n colt or horse that
is not viclous, s patience, and there is
A temptation to many to resort to
mothods that are quicker and do not
roquire the exorciss of patience. The
average colt or horse needs only to un-
derstand what is wanted of it to do it,
if the task is within the animal's power.
Buat it can not always immediately un-
derstand what is required, and the per-
sistencs in teaching it this is where
necessity of patienocs comes in.

But if some othor meosns are found
necessary; the Rarfay method may be
adopted.  In the tirst place wesmust get
» halter or bridle upon the animal, and
that is sometimes a pretty diffienlt thing
to do, Rarsy sometimes used drugs to
quiet the horse, and that is perniissible
il nothing else will answer, but never
should be nidvised if other means ean
be emploved. Hs wounld rab a little of
the ofl of cummin upon the hands, and
approach the horse, upon the windward
side, so that he conld smell the oil. 1t
i said that as soon ns the animal
smolls the cummin he will permit the
man o approach him.  When ap-
proached a little of the oil is rubbed
apon the noss, and it is =ald to mnke
the animal so docile that he can be led
anywhere. Wa have nover seén this
done, and while it isone of the features
of the Rarey method, we must advise
eantion in attempting thus to approach
ndangerons animal. A vicious horse,
with both head and heels loose, is not a
very safe thing to trifle with.

The bridle or halter ounes on, the
borse is next thrown upon his side. To
do this the laft Toot is lifted up to the
body and a strap is passed over the
knee and pushed over the lower pastern
joint over the ankie and closs to the
body of the arme. This brings the ani-
mal on three legs, on which he is com-
pelled to stand for five or len minntes
Keep the foot closs to the body by
tightening the strap.

Allay the animal's féears and calm his
nervomsness. You have shown the
creature that yon are his master, now
teach him that yon are his fiienl. He
must be brought to réalize that he B

<ot hurt him, or permit him to be hort.
His confidence must be arowssd and
sstained.  After talking kandly to him
and patting him for awhile the oper-
ator sits down upon the animal, then
ijes down upon him. turns from side to
side, indeed making all the changes
possible, the more the betier. Then
bring a saddle and lay it gently upon
him; then all parts of the hamess, ap-
piving them piece by piece. When
shese operations have besa continned
‘or a half or thres-quarters of an hoar,
ind after the animal has eeased to
show any signs of fear, remove every
‘hing and encourage the animal to get
up. Sometimes this process i3 gone

hrough with several times, but once
will nsually *break™ the horse. Buot
whatever you seek to teach the animal,
there should be perseverance until the
work is accomplished; and, therafore,
if it is necessary to repeat the process
we have deseribed to make the break-
ing porfect, repeat it. Do not half do
it. Above all things avoid rongh, loud
language. A horse does not like to be
sworn at. I itis a vicions horse he is
too much of a *‘zentieman mnot to
know that profanity is a very ungentle-
manly thing. The horse iz eapable of
a high dogree of education. but his
trainer needs to be adneated before the
horse.— Deiroit Free Press.
